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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Adding claims 25-29 and Amending independent claims 1 and 13, deleting the phrases "respectively" and "in 
parallel over respective channel" in claim 1, and adding the phrases "a primary synchronization channel" and "transmitting a secondary 
synchronization over a secondary synchronization channel during the first symbol time in each of said time slots" and "transmitting a tertiary 
synchronization code over a tertiary synchronization channel during the first symbol time in each of said time slots" in claim 1 3 require 
further search and consideration. 

In response to applicant's arguments that reference Terasawa (US 6,385,264 B1) is not a valid prior art, the examiner respectfully 
disagrees and asserts that the new elements (e.g., "in parallel" and "respectively") that applicants had added to independent claims 1 and 
13 in the amendment, filed on 19 March 2008, were neither found in applicant's priority document filed on 16 October 1998 nor in 
applicant's present specification. Thus, amending claims 1 and 13 by adding the phrase "in parallel" and "respectively" nullified the priority 
date of 16 October 1998 claimed by applicant and consequently made Terasawa a valid reference in the rejection of claims. 
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
